Call to Retire ‘Shelter Island Indians’ at High School 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


F acing increased pressure, the NFL franchise 
retired the Washington Redskins logo and 
nickname, following years of debate. Closer 

to home there is momentum building to stop 
the use of Native American mascots and logos, 
including at East Islip School, where the sports 
teams are called the Redmen. And in the small 
community of Shelter Island, there is divide over 
the high school moniker, the Indians, and the 
image that goes with. There has been a renewed 
call to discontinue its use, while others are 
making a push to hold onto what they say is a 
tradition that honors Native Americans, like the 
Manhanset tribe that occupied the island 4,000 
years ago. 

Last week, Lisa Kaasik, a Shelter Island School 
alumna, started an online petition to ask the 
Shelter Island School Board to “change the 
mascot and eliminate the stereotypes displayed 
around the school and on its website.” 

In four days, nearly 1,200 people virtually 
signed the petition. 

“Shelter Island School has waiotained 
its offensive and insensitive mascot of the 
Indians for far too long. It invites the abuse 
of stereotypes that perpetuate the injustices 
inflicted on the Native people,” Kaasik wrote. 
“The image on the newly-painted gym floor is a 
blatant and historically inaccurate stereotype. 
An educational institution has the obligation to 
dismantle stereotypes, not encourage them and 
certainly not force the students to be proud of 
them.” 


The mascot costume was discontinued several 
years back. Kaasick raised the issue in 2013, 
the board decided it should instead call the 
board-approved “Indian” an icon or an emblem, 
instead of referring to it as a mascot. The image 
appears on the center circle of the basketball 
court, and a similar image and the name appear 
elsewhere. 

Henry Binder, a 2020 graduate helped 
jumpstart the movement after organizing a 
Black Lives Matter protest on Shelter Island in 
June, said the “the Board of Education and the 
school district themselves decided to discard 
the mascot because they realized how racially 
insensitive this was to Native Americans. The 
school should do the same in this situation for 
the ‘Indian’ icon. We should not have to repeat 
ourselves and tell the school what they already 
know; this is wrong.” 

Since their petition began circulating on 
social media, two counter petitions have 
cropped up. “This mascot is a part of our 
Islands heritage and has been a symbol of our 
school’s strength and achievements. We are 
proud of our mascot and would never change 
it,” wrote Camryn Page, a 2019 graduate, ona 
Change.org petition she started. More than 900 
have since signed. 

“I believe that the Shelter Island School 
mascot is not racist, but far from it. If you 
have an issue with the name ‘Indians’ that is 
understandable, however the mascot should 
still remain as a Native American,” wrote Luke 


Lowell-Liszanckie, a 2020 graduate who started 
the second petition. “By having an image of 
a Native American represent our school and 
its sports teams depicts a sense of strength. I 
view the Native Americans as a group of some 
people.” 

He said he believes having a Native American 
represent the school is honoring them, 
“Letting their fighting spirit reflect our own. 
That image painted on the gym floor is not an 
inaccurate racial stereotype. It is a symbol of 


_strength and perseverance,” he wrote, 


suggesting islanders get feedback from the 
Shinnecock Indian Nation “on how best to 
continue to honor them.” 

“There are better ways to honor the traditions 
of the Shinnecock people or other Native 
Americas,” Bryan Polite, the Council of Tribal 
Trustees’ chairman, said when asked about 
the notion that the mascot honors Native 
Americans. 

After looking at one & the counter petitions, 
he said, “No one asked them to depict a Native 
American as a mascot, and in fact we strongly 
oppose it. This is a very disingenuous petition 
and is not anyway tied to the reality of the 
situation.” 

Kathleen Lynch, the school board president, 
said she expects the petitions to come before _ 
the school board at its next meeting on August 

“I look forward to the opportunity to have a 
community dialogue and hope we can reach a 
shared consensus,” she said.

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REMEMBERING RICK MURPHY 


A tribute to investigative journalist, columnist

RICK'S SPACE 


July 21 at the age of 70 at Southampton Hospital. His wife, Karen 
Fredericks, was by his side. 

As one of the most established journalists in Suffolk County, Murphy 
held awards from national and New York and Long Island newspaper 
associations. He has been nominated for a Pulitzer award twice and he was 
a six-time winner of New York Press Association’s award for Best Column. 

Murphy worked a number of jobs before his journalism career began in 
1987, holding positions at The Sag Harbor Herald, The East Hampton 
Star and The New York Times. 

He joined The Independent as Editor-In-Chief in 2003 and, in 2016, he 
was named co-Executive Editor, a position he held until June. 

Rick was known for his investigative journalism. He uncovered greed 
and corruption across the East End for decades, including East Hampton 
Town’s misuse of the Community Preservation Fund, which brought on a 
county investigation. 

He told the stories of those abused by pedophile priests on Long Island. 
He did extensive coverage of Deepwater Wind Farm. He wrote in-depth 
about local and state politics, hosting debates with candidates at The 
Independent office. He was also a supporter of high school sports and 
covered the Bridgehampton Killer Bees basketball team extensively over 
the years. 

Not only was he an acclaimed investigative journalist, Murphy also 
interviewed many of the great rock and roll legends of the ’60s and ’70s.

The most recent was John Lodge of the Moody Blues, who performed at - 


Suffolk Theater right before the COVID-19 shutdown. In 2014 he led a 
special pre-concert Q&A with The Zombies at the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center. 

Aside from a nose for news, Murphy’s personality shined through in his 
“Rick’s Space” column. 

He was married to Fredericks, also a writer and cartoonist, on May 4, 
1996. 

He wrote about their East Hampton home together in a recent column in 
The Independent. “It was brand new when we moved in 24 years ago, 
a week before we got married, so we matured together, that is if we are 
indeed mature, which is questionable, at least in my case.” 

As a tradition, the two spent every anniversary dining at the Palm 
Restaurant in East Hampton. He was a fan of fine foods and often detailed 
his love of cooking. 

“Tm all up in Thanksgiving. Despite my somewhat cynical public 
persona, we're all about giving and caring at our house,” he wrote in 
his column in 2018. 

“I like to honor my forefathers by cooking a suitable Thanksgiving feast. 
Well, actually, it was my foremothers who did the cooking because my 
forefathers, like most of the men in my family, were inveterate gamblers 
who bet on just about everything, especially football games. That doesn’t 


work nowadays, because, as many regular readers know, Karen is 
incapable of cooking anything edible. Once, early in our marriage, she 
insisted on cooking a holiday dinner. All of us, including her family, sat 
around with a foreboding sense of dread. Many of us drank heavily, even 
the children,” he continued. 

Murphy was born May 11, 1950 to parents Stanley Murphy and Eleanor 
Murphy (nee: Forcucci). He studied at St. Augustine High School in 
Brooklyn and graduated from Long Island University. He later taught 
writing at Southampton College. 

Rick grew up in Brooklyn and spent summers in Sag Harbor before 
moving to the East End full time. He often wrote about his family in his 
column. : 

His grandfather, Enrico Forcucci, was the first to establish roots in Sag 
Harbor. He was drafted by the U.S. Army after becoming a citizen and 
fought in World War I. “His name is on the big rock by Otter Pond across 
from Mashashimuet Park with the other VFW members,” Murphy wrote. 

“He left a wife and daughter in Italy and came back to Sag Harbor after 
the war, eventually buying the little white house at the foot of Howard 
Street that was split in two and shared with another Italian family. Then 
he sent for my grandmother, Fillippa, and my oldest aunt, Adelia. He had 
two more daughters, Lucille and my mother, Elenora.” 

“He was Big Rico, so of course they called me Little Rick. He took a shine 
to me,” Murphy recalled. 

Many times.Murphy wrote about his childhood summers in Sag Harbor. 

“My generation seemed tougher than this one,” he wrote. “My mom 
went to Pierson in Sag Harbor and she said the school never closed and 
she never missed a day. Kids got sick, just like today, but they got up and 
went to school. “‘That’s because it was a privilege to go to school,’ she 
related. As an immigrant’s daughter, there was tremendous pressure on 
her to succeed. That meant she had to deal with Papa, who was a Sicilian, 
or go to school. School was easier. 

“I wasn’t a tough kid, but I had smarts,” he recalled. “I wasn’t very 
pugnacious, but I became a very fast runner and befriended the biggest 
kids. Once in a while, though, someone would accuse me of being a 
bigmouth (how dare they?) or even worse, being obnoxious (me?). That 
meant I'd have to duke it out.” . 

“My big sister and brother called me, the baby of the family, Klumpus,” 
he said. “That’s because I must have been a little awkward.” 

In 2017, he interviewed his mother for an article in The Independent 
titled “Remembering Sag Harbor Circa 1937.” 

“They didn’t let us go out at night,” Eleanor said of her parents. “The 
Italians were very strict.” 

The home, built in the 1770s, did not have heat other than a stove in the 
kitchen. They’d place hot bricks under the beds to keep warm at night. The 
home did not include an indoor bathroom, but an outhouse in the yard. 

Eleanor left for Brooklyn State Nursing School where she met her

husband Stanley Murphy. “He worked at Brooklyn State for 40 years Karen and I decided to help out the best we could,” Murphy wrote. He 


and eventually rose steadily up the ranks to the top spot: 
Director of Nursing,” read the article. 

The family returned to Sag Harbor, with Rick and his 
two siblings, every summer.. “It started to change. It 
seemed a little classier,” his mother recalled.

pledged to shave his head if he could raise $5,000. To 
make it more dramatic, he held off on a haircut for 
six months prior.

What really happened at Chainsmokers concert? 


THE CHAINSMOKERS PERFORM IN BRIDGEHAMPTON 


Ne York State’s top official wants answers from Southampton Town 
officials about why a drive-in fundraiser concert, called “Safe & Sound” 
and featuring the Grammy-award winning Chainsmokers, was ever allowed 
to take place Saturday given all the state regulations in place to address the 
ongoing COVID-19 pandemic. 

In a letter sent to Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, Dr. Howard Zucker said 
he was “greatly disturbed” by reports of the Bridgehampton concert, “which 
apparently involved thousands of people in close proximity, out of their 
vehicles, a VIP area where there was no pretense of a vehicle, and generally 
not adhering to social guidance.” 

A video taken from the stadium-like stage set up at Nova’s Ark went viral by 
the weekend’s end and left many questioning if social distancing rules were 
in place at the 600-car event. The cars were supposed to park in designated 
20-by-15-foot or larger spaces on the 100-acre property and the occupants 
were supposed stay in that spot. 

“I am at a loss as to how the Town of Southampton could have issued a 
permit for such an event, how they believed it was legal and not an obvious 
public health threat,” Zucker wrote. 

On Monday evening, Governor Andrew Cuomo said in a Tweet he was 
appalled. During a conference call with members of the press on Tuesday, 
he said, “The concert that happened in the Town of Southampton was just a 
gross violation of not only the public health rules, it was a gross violation of 
common sense. It was grossly disrespectful to fellow New Yorkers...” 

Schneiderman, who performed with his band as an opening act, said that 
the concert organizers did not adhere to the permitted plan, which was for

guests to listen to the performances from their socially distanced parking 
spots only. Additional openers included singer-songwriter Matt White and 
DJ D-Sol (Goldman Sachs’ CEO David Solomon). Instead, organizers, he 
said, opened a VIP section directly in front of the stage as if it was a pre- 
pandemic performance. 

The event, which was produced by In The Know Experiences and Invisible 
Noise Productions, was held as a fundraiser with all profits from the evening 
donated to No Kid Hungry, Southampton Fresh Air Home and Children’s 
Medical Fund of New York. Each are supposed to receive a minimum of 
$10,000 plus a percent of ticket sales, according to the permit. 

The supervisor said he believes that crowd of about 200 was made up of 
people from behind the stage. “It wasn’t that the crowd rushed the stage. 
People from back stage moved into this area that had some level of credential. 
That’s why I have asked the organizer to identify all those individuals to make 
sure no one is COVID positive.” 

Schneiderman noted that the Town of Hempstead held a drive-in 
concert with double the amount of cars. “We're all trying to find ways to 
safely do things and we’ve been working really hard to stop the spread 
of COVID-19,” Schneiderman said. “I’m as upset about it as anyone.” 
In his letter, Zucker demanded answers within 24 hours to various questions, 
including whether the town issued a permit for the concert, how the permit 
was consistent with state regulations and laws concerning COVID-19 
and what security presence was in place. Lastly, the health commissioner 
wants to know: “What town officials were at the concert and why was 
it allowed to continue when it became clear violations were rampant?”

Schneiderman contends police did take action, shutting down the event 


at 10:30 p.m., which was, according to the permit, the time the show was _ 


‘scheduled to end. The organizers are facing a citation. 
Schneiderman said he was furious that organizers deviated from the plan. 
_ Hesaid he was excited about the charitable concert and the chance to perform, 
his first live performance since the pandemic began. “Even when I performed 
at the beginning of the show, there was no VIP area,” Schneiderman said. 

“At some point during the evening they opened up that area and that’s 
unfortunate...we would never have approved that.” 

_ The supervisor said he did not stay for the whole evening, but left when a 
person he came with had an allergy attack, but before that, he said he saw “what 
‘was happening” and voiced his concerns to the private Security, reportedly 
headed by former Southampton Town Police Chief Bill Wilson. “That VIP 
section was not acceptable. I told staff there that it was unacceptable and they 
needed to fix it,” he said. 

_ Drive-in concerts are currently permitted as long a as patrons remain in their 
vehicle during the performance, except to use rest room facilities, according 
to the Governor’s office. The venue must also follow guidelines in regards to 
disinfecting and social distancing. 

‘In a statement on behalf of In The Know Experiences and Invisible Noise, 
the organizers said the fundraiser followed the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention guidelines. - 

“We collaborated with all state and local health officials to keep everyone 
safe, create awareness for local businesses, provide work to over 350 people 
who have been unemployed as a result of the pandemic and to bring some joy 
into people’s lives during these difficult times,” the organizers wrote. 

Tickets started at $250 per person for a six-person sport utility vehicle 
and went up to $25,000 for a package that included a recreational vehicle 
for a group of 10. Guests received instructions to self-monitor for COVID-19 
symptoms by checking their temperature daily for two weeks leading up to the 
event, the organizers said. 

Those in attendance were asked to disclose if they had _ tested 
positive for the virus or if they were in contact with anyone who 
tested positive within the last two weeks, according to the organizers. 
When concert-goers arrived, each had their temperatures taken and were 
given complimentary face masks before driving to their designated parking 
space. They were instructed that they could not leave their spots for any 
reason other than to use the restroom facilities provided on the grounds. 

“Announcements and reminders were made every 30 minutes from the 
main stage, and security guards regularly patrolled the area to encourage mask 
wearing and promote social distancing guidelines,” the statement continued. 

“The rest of the crowd, for the most part, stayed in their cubicles. They wore 
masks when they went to the bathroom. Not everybody, but for the most part 
they social distanced, and I think most people considered it a safe event, ” said 
Schneiderman. 

Southampton Village Mayor Jesse Warren, who emceed the event, sated late

Monday night, that as he addressed the crowd early in the evening from the 
stage, “I was very clear that our country had over 1,000 deaths yesterday (as 
in Friday) and that tonight we need to do our part and to wear a mask and 
remain in the designated area.” 

In addition to the citation, organizers will likely get a bill that is 
double the $6,000 to $7,000 they initially agreed to pay for the police 
presence required at the event. Schneiderman said Chief Steven Skrynecki 
was there early in the evening and determined more police officers 
were needed. 

Traffic was backed up on Scuttlehole and Millstone Roads, leading into 
Nova’s Ark, and emergency responders reported difficulties traversing the 
area. Neighbors complained to police about the noise reverberating through 
the largely residential neighborhood. 

“I would not have gotten involved if I knew they were going to violate New 


York state protocols,” the supervisor said. 


“It is not everyday that a big band like the Chainsmokers come into town. 
People are a little stir crazy,” he said. “You want to help these charities out. 
You want to find ways to do it that are safe. You rely on responsible parties.” 

Meanwhile, Cuomo issued a warning. “It’s not just the concert in the 
Hamptons. I want local governments to understand that we take this very 
seriously. The Town of Southampton is going to have a problem. I don’t know 
how they approved that permit,” Cuomo said. Violations of public health law 
have civil fines and potential for criminal liability, he said. 

Town officials will also now have to mull over whether to continue with 
two town-organized drive-in concerts in Hampton Bays, planned in August, 
though they are on a much smaller scale. &.

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Betting on Sharks 


Tracking the Great Whites as They Race One Another in the ocean Off the Hamptons

a ust before the Fourth of July weekend, an 
outfit called MyBookie.com announced that 
bets could be placed on the sharks swimming 
around in the Atlantic and whether they are 
offshore here in the Hamptons or anywhere else 
in a particular timeframe. 

The head oddsmaker of MyBookie, David 
Strauss (The New York Times points out that 
Strauss is his “professional” name), noting there 
had been a serious decline in betting since many 
sporting events had been cancelled heading into 
summer, had latched onto the idea of betting 
on the sharks and who among them might get 
somewhere first to sort of take up the slack. 

The betting would not be just on any shark. 
MyBookie was aware, as are many of us, that 
there is an organization that rounds up sharks 
and fits them with GPS beeping tags to help 
determine their migration and behavior patterns. 
Many tend to swim further south in the winter 
months and north in the summer—which is when 
the dangerous and laborious art of tagging them 
takes place here off Nova Scotia, Cape Cod, the 
Hamptons, the Jersey Shore and the Outer Banks. 
So far, the nonprofit scientific organization 
Ocearch has tagged nearly 400 sharks.

On their website, Ocearch has a map of the East 
Coast that in real time shows each shark’s location. 
They also allow the online publicto propose names 
for each shark, which Ocearch considers and then 


assigns to one shark or another. (Unama’ki has © 


been tracked near Montauk.) MyBookie, looking 
online at this world of sharks, chose nine great 
whites to place bets upon. You might race them 
or bet on how often their tag would beep. But the 
gambling site had the betting open, $50 to $5000, 
for only a very short time when they heard from 
Ocearch members requesting that MyBookie put 
a stop to it. 

According to the Times, Ocearch and MyBookie 
negotiating to see where this all might lead. It 
seems to me that a deal with MyBookie might 
go a long way in getting better public awareness 
about sharks, an interest in ecologly and nature 
and, well, maybe just a lot more hits. 

The Shark Betting area is still there on 
MyBookie, alongside the NFL, MLB, the NBA 
and so forth and so on, but the message under 
Shark Betting says “There are currently no lines 
available for this sport. Either there are no odds 
open to bet on, or the sport is not in season at this 
time. You can check back soon...” 

This story was first reported in Forbes, which 
caters to Wall Street—where betting on things 
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goes on in a big way. (A Wall Street trader will bet 

on how many times a tennis ball you throw will 

bounce before hitting a wall on the trading floor.) 

A follow-up story in The New York Times featured. 
interviews with Melissa Cristia Marquez, head of - 
Fins United Initiative, Chris Fischer, founder of 
Ocearch, and others. Opinions were expressed 

to and fro. Of course, nobody seemed to have 

thought about what the sharks might think. 

In any case, having read this, I downloaded the 
Ocearch app and now with the press of a button 
can see where all the sharks are in real time. 

This afternoon, here, sitting under an umbrella 
at Main Beach in East Hampton, I am offering my 
services to anyone who wants to come by—six feet 
distancing, of course—curious to know if there 
is a shark at this moment swimming close to 
our pavilion. It could be important information, 
of course, and I can answer that question in a 
jiffy. I do this at no charge, but there is a caveat, 


_ which I tell whoever asks. The caveat is that I am 


reporting only on the 385 particular sharks who 
have tags on them, and I am not reporting on the 
500,000 or so other sharks that swim around in 
the ocean off our shores, gobbling up whatever 
they gobble up, because they do not come up on 
my cell phone. 

So it’s sort of acrap shoot.

EAST END ARCHITECTURE 


tarting your drive in Westhampton Beach, head east down Dune 

Road. This narrow strip of barrier land has some of the most eclectic 
architecture you will find in the area. The homes share the commonality 
of being designed for beach living. Dune Road offers everything from the 
shingle style homes of the 1880s to the postmodern homes of the ’60s and 
the modern steel and glass structures of today. 

Then, it’s off to Southampton Village for a jaunt down Gin Lane. This 
street is ripe with the homes of the old world aristocracy, as they meet the 
ultra clean lines of modernism. There are few streets in the Hamptons where 
you can experience sights like the storied shingled gables of the Meadow 
Club and a fully restored Norman Jaffe design within walking distance of 
each other. (Jaffe is the father of Modernist houses on the East End) In 
Bridgehampton, take a right at the monument down Ocean Road, passing 
the colonial architecture at the square and head toward the ocean. The 
last street on the left is Surfside Drive. Head east. This tiny little street has 
the entire field guide to American architecture on it. You start with shingle 
style architecture and progress to everything from the adobe style of the 
Southwest to one of the finest examples of Frank Lloyd Wright—inspired 
design in the area. 

The next village is Sagaponack for a trip down Daniels Lane. Heading 
east, you will pass original summer cottages, shingle style homes, 
contemporary architecture and a glimpse at one of the largest 
homes in America, the Rennert estate, which can best be seen

from a stroll down to Peter’s Pond Beach. 

In the village of East Hampton, don’t miss Jaffe’s “Gates of the Grove,” the 
beautifully designed Jewish Center of the Hamptons. This modern addition 
to a traditional building boasts an incredible glass ceiling. 

At the duck pond, make a right on Ocean Avenue, and enjoy the estate 
section, as you take a right onto Lilly Pond Lane. This street and area is home 
to some of the best examples of East End architecture from every decade. 

After brief stops along Cottage Drive and Lee Avenue Drive, head east 
again. Dunemere Lane has numerous summer colony homes from the 
Gilded Age and will lead you on to Further Lane, past the storied Maidstone 
golf clubhouse. Then head toward Amagansett on Bluff Road. You pass 
the community of Beach Hampton, which boasts the wild architecture 
of the ‘50s and '60s. Try to take note of perhaps the most iconic symbol 
of postmodern architecture of the 1960s—the home architect Charles 
Gwathmey built for his parents. The angular structure catapulted Gwathmey 
into worldwide acclaim. 

Finish the tour by heading through Napeague and onto Old Montauk 
Highway. This windy, hilly, old cow path of a road holds architectural 
treasures that are best discovered from a slow-moving vehicle.

In the end, she says. “Sag Harbor won our hearts, as it felt like the perfect 
place to raise our children year-round.

heart, so it wasn’t long before we started building some businesses.” 

The first business was a boutique capital markets recruiting firm they 
founded together, Bay Street Advisors, and eventually opened their first 
restaurant, Tutto I! Giorno. “We built three of those before eventually selling 
the business to our other partners. Larry and I kept the Sag Harbor space and 
opened a new restaurant there, Dopo La Spiaggia with Maurizio Marfoglia, 
our then-chef/GM who is now a partner in all of our new restaurants.” 

Dopo in Sag Harbor was a hit, so they opened an East Hampton location, 
as well. And this summer they will introduce a sister restaurant, Argento, on 
Main Street in Southampton. 

Aside from her own restaurants, some of Baum’s favorite stops for food 
on the East End include picking up fresh mozzarella from Red Horse Market 
or Villa in East Hampton. She tries “to get it while still warm and ‘squeeky.”” 

“Tt sounds crazy to be opening a new restaurant during a pandemic, but 
we really believe in our staff and know that we have another hit on our 
hands,” says Baum. 

One of her latest endeavors is Splash Mixers, a line of better-for-you 
cocktail drink mixers. It’s “the one I devote all of my efforts to now,” says 
Baum. She conceived Splash Mixers after “noticing a void in an otherwise 
flooded consumer beverage industry...1 found nothing that had the 
potential to become a truly ubiquitous category killer, so I invented one!” 
Splash Mixers are “low calorie, low sugar, natural, non-GMO” and, of course, 
tasty. It also needed to be in a glass bottle, to avoid plastic, and “be pretty 
enough to go anywhere.” The project hit a few snags thanks to COVID-19, 
but Baum, an experienced businesswoman, was able to pivot. “The good 
news is that we found that we have a product that brought some smiles 
during these difficult times,” she says. “It helped people connect during 
isolation, as friends were sending Splash to one another and arranging to 
meet for virtual cocktails online.” 

While Baum and Larry both still work a great deal, she credits her move 
to the East End for giving them the “flexibility to be present whenever our 
kids need us...We love our nightly family dinners and especially love to cook 
together with fresh produce from our garden at this time of year.” 
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An avid paddleboarder, 

Maria Baum has turned

The family lives in a traditional Hamptons-style home overlooking the bay 
in Sag Harbor. “I make the kids open their curtains and really see the view 
we are so blessed with each morning,” she says. “I will never tire of it—the 
way the light changes the scenery so intensely each day. I still pinch myself 
when I have my morning coffee.” 

Baum’s home is “beautiful, but very accessible, as we have a large 
family with dogs and tons of visitors. We want our dinner guests to feel 
as comfortable as our kids and their friends do. I think that’s what defines 
Hamptons style—that beachy, casual elegance that revolves around nature, 
those views and the light.” 

Time spent at home has created more time together with her family over 
the past few months. “Since our three eldest children now either work or 
go away to school, [the quarantine] provided us the opportunity to have 
everyone together here again for an extended time, which has been just 
amazing,” she says. “I am reminded of how lucky we are to have a home 
base like this that they always love to come back to. It’s hard to say there 
has been an upside to COVID-19, but it did cause us to renew that feeling 
we had when we first chose to move here. We are all reminded of what 
matters most as we seek to pack as much joy and appreciation into each 
day as we can.” 

Baum also works with Breast Cancer Research Foundation (BCRF) and 
created “Paddle & Party for Pink” nine years ago. While Baum was going 
through her own treatment for breast cancer, she found it to be a positive 
outlet for her. “Paddleboarding on these beautiful bays really helped heal 
me when I was going through chemo and that was the impetus for this big 
idea to give back,” she says. “The Hamptons community really embraced 
the event in a huge way and I am very proud to say that together, we have 
raised over $12 million to fund research.” This year, the event is on pause, 
and Baum is going through her own treatment for breast cancer again. “I do 
hope we can bring the event back next summer,” she says. 

In the present, East End continues to bring peace and comfort. “We really 
love it here,” Baum says. “And we know how lucky we are to call his magical 
place our home.”

There is a romance, without question, to a wooden boat, something 
that inspires songwriters as much as sailors. It is a feeling conjured by the 
image of a vintage vessel on the sea, but as East End Classic Boat Society 
president Ray Hartjen’s words suggest, the foundation of that feeling lies 
in the hands-on skill, the time and dedication of an artisan to bring that 
romantic vision to life. 

A lot of hammering and nailing. 

And a lot of history and passion. 

Water and the vessels that take us upon it are among the few aspects 
of Long Island life that seamlessly connect past, present and future. 
Hartjen and his fellow aficionados remain dedicated to preserving the 
unique art of creating boats not merely in the manner of generations 
before us, but in the spirit. Just over two decades ago, the society was 
established to celebrate the traditions and skills of classic boat making— 
design, construction, maintenance, seamanship—while welcoming both 
experienced shipwrights and novices alike. 

It begins with the wood. A craftsperson is only as good as their 
materials, some might say, and those used to create these boats are 
“very specific,” Hartjen notes. Such is the challenge inherent in using

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traditional methods toward an end result that will be held to the highest of 
standards. 

Locally, the society members use a harvested white oak for the ribs of 
the boat when available. Hand-dried lumber is preferred over kiln-dried. 
The seats are all mahogany. “The most interesting wood to work with is 
Atlantic white cedar that comes out of the Panhandle of Florida,” says 
Hartjen. This particular wood travels north to the Liberty Cedar sawmill in 
Rhode Island, and twice a week they come out to the East End to deliver it 
to the society. 

“These planks are so impressive,” Hartjen admires. “Some of them can be 
as much as 20 to 24 inches wide and clear of knots. It’s one of the most 
beautiful woods you can think of.” 

The society orders the wood with extra thickness, twice as thick as they 
need, then use a pattern and split the wood in half. “A very unique feature 
of our boat building is that every plank and every boat built is book- 
matched,” says Hartjen. “The grain on one side of the boat matches the 
grain on the other side of the boat. I don’t believe anybody else in the 
country is doing that level of sophistication.” 

It all takes place at the Hartjen—Richardson Community Boat Shop in 
Amagansett. “The East End Classic Boat Society existed in the ‘90s, and 
they were always looking for a place to build their boats,” says Hartjen. 
Members were working in spaces from Sag Harbor to Springs when they 
decided it was time to a rent space. 

“The town had this land next to the Marine Museum,” Hartjen recalls. 

He made the presentation to the town and the rest, as they say, is history. 
The Hartjen—Richardson Community Boat Shop was built in 2008, quickly 
evolving into a place where the craftsmanship goes hand-in-hand with a 
dedication to community. 

“Tf you come to the boat shop any Wednesday or Saturday, you'll find 
the parking lot jammed with cars. These are all senior citizens. Many come 
without any boat-building skills,” says Hartjen, noting that they are “thrilled 
to have an opportunity to interact socially and to learn boat building skills.”

The society also has created an education program, headed by 
Stuart Close, with middle and elementary school students in Montauk, 
Amagansett, Springs and East Hampton—building tiny sail boats that 
the kids assemble and sail in local waters. “To make that happen,” Hartjen 
explains, “we have people around the shop that are building these little 
marvel boats day in and day out.” 

As away of raising funds to continue its work while sharing their craft 
with the East End, each year the society raffles off one of its creations—a 
12’ to 13’ classic wooden rowing and sailing boat that takes 8 to 10 
months of shaping and pounding to build. Raffle tickets have traditionally 
been sold at a number of sites and fairs across East End throughout 
the summer and fall, and the lucky winner gets a piece of one-of-a-kind 
artwork that is both beautiful and usable. 

“We have this $8,000 to $10,000 boat with trailer and sails that we 
essentially give away to somebody that may have bought a $5 raffle 
ticket,” says Hartjen. “Over the course of 10 to 12 years, we have that many 
boats out and around East Hampton.” 

Although this year the “raffle is on hold because we’re dependent on the 
venues’ as points of sale, says Hartjen, the mission of the society goes on, 
and so does the support. Many community members donate boats that 
can be restored by the society and resold to offset costs. “In this time when 
we don’t have income from the raffle tickets, because we have ongoing 
expenses, we re selling boats on the side,” says Hartjen. 

When COVID-19 hit, the society shut its doors to members for a few 
months, but they are back open now, although operating cautiously. 
Everyone wears masks, all doors and windows remain open, and members 
practice social distancing. Their craft requires a communal approach, but it 
is one that has always been rooted in patience, in a precise approach and 
knowing how to take old practices and make them work in changing times. 
Keep hammering and nailing and carrying the past into the future. They’ve 
got boats to build.

How That Celebrated Motorcoach Seruie Got Its Unusual Name

Definition of Jitney: 1. An unlicensed taxicab. 
2. A small bus that carries passengers over a 
regular route on a flexible schedule. 3. Slang for 
‘nickel.’ 


| im Davidson, a young entrepreneur living 
in Water Mill, got the idea for the Hampton 
Jitney. But it wasn’t for buses that would go back 
and forth between the Hamptons and Manhattan. 
Jim’s idea, in 1973, was to have several 
10-passenger vans travel back and forth along 
the Montauk Highway between Southampton 
and Amagansett, pulling a bicycle rack on wheels. 
You'd hail it anywhere along the way with just a 
wave. You'd put your bike in the rack, climb in 
and go to the next Hampton, get off and bike to 
where you wanted to go. The Hampton Jitney 
busses would appear at half-hour intervals. You’d 
pay 25¢ per town. It would be a big hit. But it 
wasn’t. 

Anyway, in the summer of 1974, he tried it. A 
huge gas crisis was happening everywhere in 
America. There were long lines at the few gas 
stations that had gas. And the price had gone up 
five times from the year before. President Ford 
said we'd have to make do. We needed to use less 
gas and oil. “Don’t run your dishwasher until it is 
completely filled with dishes,” he famously said. 

Jim was a close friend of mine, and I tried to 
help him with his service. Three months after it 
began, I wrote an editorial. “From the window of 

_my office on the Montauk Highway, I can watch 
the Hampton Jitney bus service rumble by. As 
near as I can see, only a few people are using it. 


Here is a method for getting from any one spot to. 
any other on the Montauk Highway for just 25¢. 
Give it a try.” 

Jim tried the service a second year, adding stops 


not only on the highway but also at the beaches.’ 


He stopped at Coopers Beach in Southampton 
before downtown, Main Beach in East Hampton, 
Indian Wells Beach in Amagansett and Asparagus 
Beach, also in Amagansett. That is Atlantic Avenue 
beach today. They called it Asparagus Beach back 
then because it was a beach where young singles, 
drinks in hand, stood and mingled rather than 
lay on towels. Like a field of asparagus, somebody 
said. 

In the third year, 1976, Jim continued with the 
service, but then, for the first time, he also quietly 
offered a minivan that would leave the Hamptons 
at 11 a.m. and go to New York City, arriving at the 
Upper East Side around 1:30 p.m. It carried 10 
passengers, all of whom chatted away as if they 
were at a party on wheels. They were serviced 
coffee and returned at 7. This was a stunning 
success. There were waiting lists to use that trip, 


and so he added a second, which left Southampton ~ 


at 3 p.m., then stayed overnight and came back 
the next day, leaving at 2 p.m. And thus Hampton 
Jitney, as we know it today, was born. ; 

By 1978, with the up-and-down-the-highway 
route quietly abandoned, six vans were going 
back and forth between the Hamptons and New 
York City every day. But the permission given 
from the city had been only to allow vehicles with 
a maximum of 23 passengers each. 

“Jim Davidson’s mini-bus is cool, comfortable 
and relaxing,” I wrote. “It is the civilized way 
to get from the Hamptons into Manhattan

and this newspaper would like to 
encourage readers to use it when the 
opportunity arises.” 

In early January 1979, Jim 
applied to the powers that be in 
Manhattan to allow him to use full 
39-passenger luxury busses for the 
back and forth to New York. He 
_ would provide snacks and drinks 
onboard, and there would be an 
attendant. The busses would have 
a bathroom in the back. A public 
hearing in Manhattan was held in 
March. A crowd of Hamptonites 
were there to plead the case with 
Jim. Nobody spoke against it. But 
a week after the hearing, Harold 
Fisher, the President of the MTA 
and the Long Island Rail Road, 
wrote a letter, objecting. He said it 
would impact railroad service. So we 
had a second hearing. By April, the 
resolution passed. 

The new full-size coaches were 
gorgeous. They were painted forest 
green. The art department at Dan’s 
Papers made a new logo for the 
Hampton Jitney, which remains 

in use today. The design came from 
Thom Speckenbach, the art director at the paper 
at the time. 

Artist Roy Lichtenstein designed the wavy 
lines that added a final touch to the logo some 
years later. And some of the more well known 
riders volunteered radio commercials, praising 
the service. Lauren Bacall did a few. In those 
early busses, the second language on the interior 
signage was in French, considered a classy touch, 
I think. Later that second language was changed 
to Spanish. 

Today, dozens and dozens of Hampton 
Jitney coaches ply back and forth between the 
Hamptons and New York City every day. Jim 
Davidson sold the company to Missy and 
Brent Lynch, whose sons Geoff and Andrew 
Lynch run it today. It is punctually on time almost 
every time, leaves and returns from Manhattan 
on almost an hourly basis, and now takes 
Hamptonites to Boston, and in the winter 
to both Florida and Stratton Mountain 
in Vermont. Guests are offered free 
snacks and soft drinks and, on the Jitney 
Ambassador luxury service, also wine. Earphones 
are offered to anyone who wants to watch 
the overhead movie. All this: with daily 
bus cleanings and a special protocol for the 
COVID-19 crisis. 

So that is how a jitney service that didn’t work 
became, a few years later, something that did. 
And how the Jitney got its name. 

Interestingly, at the present time, the Hampton 
Jitney is testing an app called “Jitney Jumper,” 
where you can book a fare between the hamlets 
of Southampton to Montauk on the existing 
schedule. They are going back to their roots. &&

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he Artists Alliance of East Hampton (AAEH) is taking its first step into the 
digital world with its inaugural virtual show Colors of Hope, opening Saturday, 
- August 1 and remaining on view through Labor Day. 

Serving as a replacement for the annual Fourth of July exhibition at Ashawagh 
Hall, Colors of Hope draws inspiration from the pandemic, with the name of the 
show clearly stating its intention to be a bright spot in dark times. “We wanted to 
do something to give people hope, and we gave a lot of the artists hope by doing it,” 
says AAEH President and virtual show participant Mary Milne. “People have been 
feeling somewhat isolated, and Colors of Hope will give them a 
little pleasure, a little joy.” . y 

The exhibition features the works of the alliance’s ©. Pe 
talented roster of East End artists—comprising masters. and 
up-and-comers working in a wide variety of media—who will 
each present five of their best works. Unlike past AAEH shows, 
the virtual nature of Colors of Hope grants participants much 
more freedom to display the pieces they want, without space 

_limitations. “We have 37 artists, so they can usually only do two 
pieces tops, and we have to regulate the size. Whereas online, the 
work that they can show can be any size,” Milne explains, noting 
that the virtual show gives sculptors like Michael Cardacino 
a chance to present works that are too large for the annual 
Ashawagh Hall show.

As 
a nonprofit, volunteer-based organization, the AAEH does not 
take a cut of sales and ensures that 100% of the proceeds go to 
the artist making the sale. 

Established in 1984 by the Jimmy Ernst Artists Alliance, 
the AAEH works to strengthen and support East End artists 
>» .. through exhibitions, art lectures and other events, and it’s 
always looking for new artist memberships. “You don’t have 
to be a known artist to join the Artists Alliance of East 
Hampton,” Milne points out. “People start out in it and stay 
with it for decades!” The alliance is currently working out safe 
ways to bring in-person exhibitions to the Hamptons in the 
coming months.

Discover Grape Pie and Moxe at 1760 Homestead Foun 


1760 HOMESTEAD FARM IN NORTHVILLE 


f you've ever driven by 1760 Homestead Farm on 
Sound Avenue in Northville, you've likely noticed 
a sign for grape pie. The sweet, delicious pie is most 

certainly a draw and great attraction for customers, 

but only scratches the surface of what 1760 Homestead 

Farm has to offer, from toxin-free produce to a 

fascinating history that dates oat to—you guessed 

it—1760. 
Larry Kaiser and his wife, Reniict Feinberg, are 
only the fourth owners of 5412 Sound Avenue in 

270 years. “My wife and I owned a landscape 

company and wanted to expand to do more growing,” 

says Kaiser. “Riverhead town ordinance said you 
needed a certain amount of acres to do greenhouses 
and so on and so forth. The property came on the 
market and through normal negotiations we were 
able to purchase it, but we didn’t realize how much 
history came with the farm.” Built in 1760, the spot is 
the oldest standing homestead on Sound Avenue, on 
the list of Riverhead Town Landmarks and Historic 

Districts and was originally known as the Samuel Wells 

House. Kaiser and Feinberg purchased the property 

from the widow of George Tuthill, whose family 

owned the farm from 1865 to 2013, and wanted to 
honor the long history of the homestead. “When 

Margaret and I decided we were going to bring 

it back as a farm, we had to give it a name, so 

that’s where 1760 Homestead Farm came from,” 
_ Kaiser explains. “We worked the land and were able to 
put up some greenhouses and petitioned the state to 
have it redesignated as a working farm and we met all 
the criteria.” 
Kaiser and Feinberg set out to make 1760 Homestead 


Farm not only organic but toxin-free. “Even with 
organic, there’s some mild-use pesticide, but it’s still 


pesticide,” he explains. We went the extreme [route] — 


and went toxin-free. We don’t spray anything. A 
lot of it’s through cultural management and hand 
weeding and handwork.” The farm is filled with 
heirloom vegetables, cut flowers, perennial herbs and 
more. Thanks to the flowers, Kaiser and ioe 
have developed a bee yard with 12 
beehives and make honey on-site. 
The grape pie came about when 
Kaiser looked to his background as a 
baker to develop baked goods for the 
farmstand. “Once we had the farm 
status, the state said we could set up 
a farmstand with baked goods,” he 
explains. “I had family in the Finger 
Lakes Region, where the grape 
pie originated. They let me bring 
it to Long Island and make it my 
own.” Kaiser now purchases grape 
pressings from the Finger Lakes 
from a purveyor that sells grapes 
for commercial grape juice to make 
the pie on-site. “Everything is home- 
baked at the farm. We sell thousands 
through the course of the season.” 
While Kaiser has worked as a landscaper and a 
baker, farming is his passion. “Margaret’s father owned 
Southampton Produce back in the day and was a 
potato farmer in Bridgehampton,” he explains. “My 
grandfather was a farmer in Port Jefferson Station 
back in the ’50s, so it’s in our blood. And now our

son, who’s 28, has decided to start growing potatoes. I 
laugh because I said, ‘Your grandfather is smiling from 
Heaven.” 

Despite being a smaller farm, 1760 Homestead Farm 
was able to flourish during the quarantine thanks to all 
the produce and baked goods on offer. “It, honestly, 
was a boon for us because people were seeking out 
real food,” says Kaiser, “especially when everything 
was closed. We were the only 
thing that was open because we 
were: deemed essential because 
we were growing food. We saw 
a great increase in sales of yams, 
jellies, pies, honey, vegetables... 
you name it.” 

Visitors are welcome to 
explore the lovely hidden 
gem that is 1760 Homestead 
Farm. “We're trying to create a 
destination where you can come 
in on weekends, grab a pie, sit 
at the picnic area, stroll through 
the cutting beds and see a small- 
scale working farm,” says Kaiser. 
“We're constantly evolving and 
there’s always something to see 
at the farm and, really, if you 
want to get away from it all, this is our little slice of 
Heaven that we let people in on.”

A Wondrous Noxth Fork Adventure Begins in Southold 


ee ee 


hile creative director Bill Moulton, who splits 

his time between Brooklyn and East Marion, has 
worked on highly successful commercial campaigns for 
the likes of Google, Target and more, his true passion 
is found in an unassuming vending machine tucked 
away at the Port of Egypt Marina in Southold. The 
vending machine, known as Greenie Supply & Tackle, 
houses maps that take participants on an adventure 
through the North Fork to find buried treasure. The 
maps will take intrepid treasure hunters through some 
of the most beautiful spots on North Fork beaches and 
locales and end with mysterious artifacts that are made 
to further pique the imagination. 

For Moulton, Greenie Supply & Tackle is a labor 
of love. “I started as a painter and studied that in 
college and I’ve always just kind of lived a creative 
life,” says Moulton. “This is another extension of 
that.” The idea for Greenie Supply & Tackle came 
from a series of short, nautical-themed films Moulton 
directed five years ago called Tales from Mt. Striper 
Surf. “They’re all around this kind of romanticized 
fishing and nautical adventure and self-discovery and 
they’re kind of like newsreel films to promote this idea 
of imagination and adventure and fishing,” Moulton 
says. Moulton added the fictitious Greenie Supply & 
Tackle as a “sponsor” at the end of the films. After 
releasing the films online, Moulton found that viewers 
were asking about where to find the mysterious tackle 
shop. “I really love it when things exist in digital media 
or in the imagination and [think about] trying to merge

them with reality,” he says. “People get excited when 
they realize that something really odd or fun exists in 
real life. I started thinking about how I could make it 
a real store.” 

But rather than opening an actual tackle shop, 
Moulton thought about how he could make something 
tangible that maintained the concept’s initial mystique. 
“The smallest store that I could 
imagine was a vending machine!” 
says Moulton. “I don’t know where 
it came from exactly, but I thought, 
wouldn’t it be fun to make this store 
a vending machine that just pops up 
suddenly? Maybe there are items 
you have to find buried in the sand 
somewhere.” During the machine’s 
first year outside the Orient Country 
Store, Moulton printed 100 maps 
and buried 100 treasures, which he 
admits was a massive undertaking. 

The treasures themselves were 
created from items Moulton and 
his wife, Heather Kosch, found at 
yard sales. “I’d find these things just 
around,” he says. “I love to go to yard 
sales, it’s a passion, so my wife and I 
would find these fun things—I’d find a little medallion 
or something and write a story about the medallion 
as if it was the captain of a sea ship writing about 
it. I'd find old photographs and write on the back of

them and so you'd find these objects. You place this 
significance around them and some importance based 
around the story and your adventure going to find it.” 

The project has been a great success, and Moulton 
has gotten great feedback from the community. 
“Ultimately what I realized after that first year was 
that not just kids but whole families were going to 
do it together,” he says. “They 
leave reality for an hour and 
do something together that kind 
of just sparks their imagination. 
That was the whole point.” 

The phrase “change your 
day forever” is on the back of 
each map. For Moulton, that’s 
his goal. “That’s the idea,” he 
says. “To change your day, to 
step out of your routine and try 
something new. I think that’s 
what people really respond to— 
how fun that could be and how 
we forget there’s something 
special in life activating your 
imagination. It’s just. wonderful 
to feel that people are finding 
joy init.” go
